Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5 and 7-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
15 directed at a smart container usable in carrying spin-on material, organic polymer, or similar 

material. The container comprises a monitoring assembly receiving cavity for the monitoring 
assembly. The receiving cavity protrudes into the container, but hermetically isolated from the 
storage cavity. The container further contains a sensing mechanism in the form of a dip tube, 
recording mechanism, and I/O interface. Such structure is not disclosed by the prior arts cited in 
20 previous Office Action(s).
